LONDON, October 27.—The alleged discoyv- 
ery of a dynamite plot on the part of a number 
of Irish-Americans which constituted the 
chief sensation of yesterday morning's news- 
papers, now appears to be a mare’s nest care- 
fully built up by an obtuse coroner and an 
imaginative press.

**Some five months ago a man named Cohen 
took aroom in a lodging-house on the Lam- 
beth road. Tuesday he died, according to the 
police, under suspicious circumstances, His 
death, however, was natural enough, forthe 
physician who made the postmortem examl- 
nation told me that the walls of his 
lungs were entirely gone and all the 
pulmonary organs crusted with tubercles. 
During these five months Cohen was visited 
by several men, among thema man named 
Brown of Philadelphia, who is now in custo- 
dy. The arrest of Brown was solely due to 
the fact that he was present in Cohen’s room 
when the latter died, and that he came from 
the far-off city of brotherly love. I saw the 
dead man in the Morgue at Lambeth last nignt. 
He looks like a Polish Jew, and his landlady 
asserts that hespoke with a foreign accent, 
which the police have endeavored, but in vain, 
to metamorphose into the American twang.

BERLIN, October 27.—Since night before last 
a hurricane has been raging without cessation 
inthe Baltic. The wind sweeps with terrific 
force from the, north and northeast, 
and the havoc among shipping is 
very great. The accompanying loss of 
life is correspondingly iarge. From all rescue 
stations and ports on the coast, from Schles- 
wig to Russia, reports are coming in of the 
stranding of vessels.

~ BACK FROM JASPER. 


\RETURN OF THE 8ST. LOUIS EXCURSIONISTS 
FROM THE ZINC MINES. 


‘They Describe the Country as Rich in Min- 
erals, and Inviting.to Investors—Defects 
of the Present Pian of Developing a 
Promising Missouri County—Talks With 
the Business Men Who Inspected the 
Resources—Big Profits on a 860 In- 
vestment, 


‘The Jasper County excursion party returned 
this morning. It was composed of the follow- 
ing gentlemen Mayor David R. Francis, D. H. 
Armstrong, John Jackson, E. A. Sheble, John 
Wahl, L. B. Jones, R. P.. Johnston, J.N. 
Booth, Louis Souther, F. H. Pond, C. M. 
Spring, John E. Phelps, Leonard Matthews, 

Orville Matthews and B. W. Zimmerman. 

All the gentlemen were well pleased with the 
reception given them at the various points 
visited in thecounty. The object of the trip 
was to show to St. Louisans the resources and 
opportunities offered for the investment 
of capital. Jasper County made a display 
at the Exposition, which attracted considera- 
ble attention. This first suggested the idea of 
inviting St. Louisans to inspect the mines 
from which the samples were taken. During 
the trip the party visited Joplin, Carthage, 
Webb City, Block City, Belleville and 
gpeveral smaller mining camps. Speaking of 
the results of the trip, Mayor Francis to-day 
paid: ‘*We were all convinced that thatisa 
‘wonderful county down there. The northern 
and eastern parts of the county is as 
fine -agricuitural land as you ever saw. 
While al! around them the corn crop has been 
short, they buve had asplenaid crop. They 
claim the ground there retains the 
moisture better than the = surrounding 
territory, and, with some good reason, it 
seems. The western and southern 

-parts are wonderfully rich in mineral re- 

sources. The great troubie isthat they have 

gone into the mining business down there on 
the wrong principle—a principle that seems 
all right for the owners, but whi h is not 
calculuted to fuilv reveal the resources 
ofthe county. A man goes down there witha 
rather Limited capital, marks off a section and 
mines in this, agreeing to pay the owner, say 
10 per cent of the yield. He goes down forty 
or fifty feet, runs shortof funds, and abandons 
bis undertaking. The next man that comes 
along don’t feel like taking upthe discon- 
tinued work, but hunts new territory. The 
effect of al) this is that the countyis dug 
up, but not developed. I think in every 
instance that they have gone down very 
for they have struck zinc ore in paying quan- 
tities. While down there I met an old fellow 
pamed Block, who went from this city and 
took a job at $60 per month keeping books for 

@ brother-in-law near Webb City. He knew 
-pothing about mining, but while there a 

man who bad sunk a <«sbaft on his 

own account ran out of money and was giving 

up bis contract. Block offered him $60for a 

uarter interest in the mine and he accepted. 

ith this ready money they went down some 
twenty feet more andstruck ore. Theold man 
is now worth $20,000. 

‘*They have excellent resources which I think 
have attracted more attention during the past 
sixty days than was ever before puid to the 
county. 

‘‘Phe people are the most hospitable I ever 
met in my life. Nothing was too good for us 
during our visit. We were Invited several 
piaces that we could not go for want of time. 

‘*Kastern capital is invested in Jasper,and an 


Oswexo (N. Y.) company is just organizing, If 


‘understand, to invest down there.’’ 

‘**Haspany meeting of St. Louis business men 
been called to arranze forinvesting?’’ 

‘‘No. No meeting has been called as yet. 
The object of the trip was to inspect the re- 
sources of the country. This was accom- 

lished under very pleasant circumstances. I 
‘think it is a’ rich place. Why, they havea 
quarry right in Carthage from which 
I. saw them take out a cube of 
stone measuring 12 feet each way. 
The small stone is turned [nto lime, for mak- 
ina which they bave a. capacity of 450 barrels 
aday. Weonly got back this morning, and I 
don’t suppose any of the gentlemen can yet 
gay what tuey wili do as a result of the trip.’’ 

© LEONARD MATTHEWS 
returned well pleased withthe trip. ‘‘ We were 
very hospitably treated wherever we went,’’ 
he said. 

‘What did you see?’’ 

, **Well, we saw a large amount of rock that 
Aad been cleaned out of the mines, and we 
saw a large quantity of primitive machinery.’’ 

‘‘They have not much improved machin- 
ery?’’ 

‘Very little. The Garrison boys have prob- 
ably ascomplete a plant as there isin that 
section. There are one or two other gvood 
plants, but most of the machinery Is very 
poor.’’

Mrs. Nixon did and afterward Mrs. Krauss 
missed from her purse a gold bracelet, a pair 
of gold buttons, a gold lyre and a gold thimble, 
all valued at $75. Mrs. Krauss is now living in 
Kansas City, but 's visiting here, and is stop- 
ping at 1807 Wash street ‘esterday she called 
atthe St. James Hotel and claims fers. Nixon 
admitted to her having stolen the articies. 
They had all been pawned for $22 at George 
Walker’s and Mrs. Krauss states that the 
pawnbroker identified Mrs. Nixon as the party 
who left the articies there. A warrant 
for grand-larceny was taken out against her, 
but when the Deputy-Sheriff called at the St. 
James, Mrs. Nixon was gone. Late last night 
she was found and arrested at No. 1339 Chou- 
teau avenue, Charles Engelhardt, a cutter in 
a fashionable tailor shop, accompanied her to 
the Four Courts and bailed her out, arousing 
Judge Noonan after midnight. The police 
think the matter will besettled, and that there 
will be no prosecution. Engelhardt and Mrs. 
Nixon are the couple who called at the 
Coroner's office a short time ago in regard to a 
Frenchmar named Victor Mugel, who had dis- 
appeared from Nw. 1302 Chouteau avenue, and 
whose clothes were found by the pelice. They 
Supposed at the time that his body had been 
found and buried as an unknown. 

Mrs. Nixon gained some prominence in a 
divorce proceeding @ year or more ago. She 
applied in the Circuit Court in October, 1885, 
for a divorce from her husband, J. B. Nixon, 
who was employed inthe Empire Soap Com.- 
pany'’s factory. Shesaidin her petition that 
they were married December 11, 1878, at Hot 
Springs, and lived together until July 20, 1885. 
Nixon had failed to support her, she claimed, 
and accused her of being intimate with other 
men. ‘There were born of the marriage two 
children, boys 5 and 8 years of age. On March 
15, 1586, the case was dismissed by plaintiff 
after a motion to give. secarity' § for 
costs had been filed by the Sheriif, the 
defendant not appearing. Later Mr. Nixon 
filed asuitfor divorce, alleging his wife had 
been unchaste, etc. She filed a cross-bill, and 
uflter a very unsavory exhibition of soiled 
linen in Court Room No. 1, a decree was 
entered dismissing: the cross-bill and the 
worst allevutions of the plaintiff's petition, 
but granting the plaintiff a divorce, the cus- 
tody ot the two children to rémain with their 
mother. She wus to receive $15 per month 
alimony from April, 1886. 

Mrs. Fannie Zoe Nixon denies having ad- 
mitted to Mrs. Krauss that she stole the 
jewelry and pawned it. She says that, 
on the other hand, she knew nothing 
about the jewelry, and claims that 
she went with Mrs. Krauss to a pawnshop 
once, where the latter had some jewelry 
pawned, and that Mrs. Krauss borrowed 25 
cents from her so that she could pay the in- 
terest of $1 due on the goods.

“CALL HARRY GUINZBERG.” 


An Animated Scene in the May Edel Case 
Before Judge Cady. 


The case of May Edel, charged with being an 
intimate, was specially set for trial by jury in 
Judge Cady’s court at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing. When it was called the defendant took 
her seat beside her attorney, Mr. Joseph G, 
Lodge. As the Deputy Marshal started to call 
the jury he was interrupted by Mr. Lodge, 
who said: 

*‘*Before you proceed any further I want to 
know whether Harry Guinzberg is present.’’ 


Guinzberg’s name was called and he failed 
torespond. Mr. Lodge inquired the service 
and was told there had been none. Then the 
attorney arose and brinuing his clenched hand 
down on the table with terrific force, said: ‘‘I 
would like to know why heis not here? He is 
in the city, stons at the Planters’ House, hasa 
ticket-Proker office on Fourth street and was 
in the court-room, as I understand it, the 
other duy. If the officers have not served 
him, it seems to me they have neg- 
lected their duty. Guinzberg brought 
this prosecution and l now insist 
on his being here. Weare entitled to his 
presence, and lask thatan officer be sent 
down to bring him here, and that this court 
take a recess of an hour until he can be 
brought here.’’ 

Jude Cady ordered a recess untfl1 o’clock, 
and instructed a Deputy Sheriff to bring 
Guinzberg into court. 

Mr. Lodge was very indignant, and stated 
afterward that he was determined to fight this 
case and see whether Guinzbery could cause a 
woman to be run out of the city. If the police 
wanted to run her outthey would have to run 
all of he: kind out as well. The case, which 
has been mentioned several times before, 
grows out of a dispute about a $20-bill between 
Guinzberg and the girl, and she was called 
into court for annoying him at his place of 
business. 

GUINZBERG COULD NOT BE FOUND. 

When the case Was again called atl o’clock 
this afternoou, the Marshal reported that 
Harry Guinzberg, the witness for 
whom the defense usked an. attach- 
ment, could not be found. Mr. 
Lodge arose and madea very animated speech, 
first filing an affidavit for a continuance on the 
ground that Guinzberg was in the city and 
serviceable. Then he denounced the witness 
and stated thatthe prosecution was not for 
the public good, but a piece of malice on the 
part of Guinzberg to get even with the woman 
who tried to collect a bill he owed her. 

Judge Cady said: ‘‘i will grant you a con- 
tinuance, Mr. Lodge, because after the jury 
has heard your remarks, it would not be just 
to the city to try this case betore them. I wili 
continue the case until 1 p.m. Monday and 
discharge the jury.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 27.—Anticipa- 
tion of the argument before the United States 
Supreme Court to-day upon the petition fora 
writ oferror in the Chicago Anarchist case 
attracted to the Capitol a crowd of eager 
people who seemed as anxious to gain 
admission to the court-room as if 
the Anarchists themselves were to 
be present in chains, and leg- 
fetters, and to argue their own case in person. 
More than an hour before the court as- 
sembled the court-room was densely packed 
with people who not only occupied all the 


seats provided for spectators, but encroached 
upon the precincts of the bar and stood In 
closely packed throngs in the open spaces 
on each side of the door. Even out in the 
corridors there was acrowd endeavoring to 
at least get a giimpse of the interior of the 
court-room through the entrance, The audi- 
ence wus destined, however,to be,at least fora 
time, disappointed. When the court was 
= to order at 12 o’clock and the candidates 
for’admission to the bar had been sworn, the 
Chief-Justice announced that the court would 
proceed with the unfinished business of yes- 
terday. This unfinished business was a case 
from Louisiana, which, however important 
to the litigants, had very little popular inter- 
est. 
THE ARGUMENTS. 

The argument in the Louisiana case was con- 
cluded by Mr. Broach at 5 minutes pastl. 

Chief-Justice Waite said: ‘‘We are ready 
now to hearthe motion fora writ of error in 
the case of Spies and others.’’ 

Gen. B. F. Butler asked the Court how 
much time would be allowed for 
argument, His brother counsel, Mr. 
Tucker, represented, he sald, the majority 
of the petitioners; he himself represented 
twoofthem, whose cases were in some re- 
spects difterent from those of the others. He 
would not, he said, speak merely for the 
sake of speaking, but he would pot like to 
be hurried. The Chief-Justice asked how 
much time he desired. Gen. Butier said he 
would like an hour and a half for himself and 
an hour and a half for his associate, Mr. 
Tucker. 

The Chief-Justice said: ‘‘Very well; we will 
you allow three hours on a side.’’ 

Atterney-General Hunt of LUlinois said that 
as he and his associutes d dnot yet know what 
scope the argument would take, he could not 
say bow much time they would desire. Ht 
would like, however, to have an opportunity 
given to his associate, Mr. Grinnell, to 
speuk. The Chief-Justice saidthat each side 
would be allowed three hours, and that Mr. 
Grinnell might speak. 

At 1:15 Mr. Randolph Tucker opened the ar- 
gument in support of the petitioners for 
a writ of error. He said that it was 
not necessary for him to show as a 
condition precedent to the granting of the 
writ that the action complained of in the court 
below was actually repugnant to or in viola- 
tion of the Constitution; it wus only 
necessury to show thata conflict had arisen, 
that there was a question whether the action 
complained of was not repugnantto the Con- 
stitution. That was enough to give this 
court jurisdict on. It was the object of the 
Statute of 1867 to give free access to this 
court in all cases where there was aques- 
tion of this kind. It was not necessary to 
show repugpnancy, but only conflict. If there 
is conflict, then this court has jurisdiction, 
and if it has jurisdiction, then the petitioners 
are entitled to the writ as aright. 

‘*This court,’’ seid Mr. Tucker, ‘‘is acity of 
refuge fromthe avenger of blood, and any 
man who comes here and takes hold of the 
horns of justice should not be repuised. The 
policy of this court had been to deal liberally 
with petitioners for writs of errors in civil 
cases. How much more should it deal 
liberally with a petition for a 
writ of errorinacriminal case involving the 
issues of lite and death—in a case where life 
was about to betaken away in violation of 
the Constitution.’’ ~ 

Mr. Tucker then proceeded to a careful 
analysis of the Fourteenth Amendment and an 
attempt to ascertain the meaning ol the words 
**due process of law.’’ 

Mr. Tucker finished speaking at 2:35 and was 
followed by Attorney-General Hunt in behalf 
of the State of HL linois. Gen. Butier wiil 
probably not speak until to-morrow.

Laying of the Cornerstone of the Lee Monu- 
ment. 


RICHMOND, Va., October 27.—The day opened 
gloomy and wet, with no change in the con- 
dition of the weather from that which has 
prevailed for three days past. Rich- 
mond’s big day was ushered in with 
misty rain, which fell steadily with no in- 


dication of cessation, Despite this, however, 
the people of the city and the many thousands 
of visiteurs were edrly on the streets, and by 
9 o’clock it was plainly evident that Rich- 
mond’s population fer the day was larger than 
on any previous occasion. Atanearly hour 
the sound of murtial music was heard in 
every direction, and military, mounted and 
afoot, could be seen moving to their various 
positions, preparatory to the formation of the 
procession.

SOME CLARK AVENUE PROPERTY-HOLDERS 
WANTED THEM BADLY. 


And They Got Them, a Fact Which They 
Have Reason to Regret in the Light of 
Subsequent Discoveries—New Laws for 
Street Car Companies—Public Improve- 
ments—Municipal Matters. 


Some disgusted property-holders from Clark 
avenue, between Twentieth street and Jeffer- 
son avenue, called at the City Hall to- 
day. The tax-paying citizen will appreciate 
the good reason they have to feel disgusted 
when the case is stated. Some time ago the 
Board of Public Improvements considered 
plans for reconstructing Clark ave- 
nue between Twentieth street and Jeffer- 
son avenue. On the 19th inst., the matter 
came up In the Board, and the committee hav- 
ing the matter in hand reported that a re- 
monstrance signed by 49 per cent of the prop- 
erty-holders had been filed. A ma- 
jority of the committee then submitted 
an ordinance to reconstruct. The minority 
recommended the rejection of the ordinance. 
On a vote on the rejection the Board stood 3 to 
8, and the ordinance was accordingly not re- 
jected. Butona motion to adupt the ordin- 
ance the vote stood 3 to 8 and the 
ordinance was not adopted. One of the Com- 
missioners moved a reconsideration subse- 
- sopapae & and on casting up the vote 
the ordinance was adopted by a 
vote of 5 to l. Some oppos- 
ing citizens, who were not prepared 
to pay the assessments, then started out to 
hunt for obstructions. They foundthem. It 
was discovered that the remonstrance con- 
tained the signatures of two persons who were 
property-boliders, though not so credited 
on the Board plats, as tiey had only just ac- 
quired the property before signing the re- 
inonstrance. Although their ownership was 
recorded at the Court-bouse the fact had not 
yet been reported at the City Hall. This gave 
the objectors 51 per cent and stopped 
the proceedings. The members of the Board 
st pped with suspicious suddenness. They 
have not madea move since in the matter. 
Only a few days ago the property- 
owners learned that had they 
kept quiet the reconstruction would 
have gone on and the city would have been 
obliged to pay every cent of the expense un- 
der the circumstances. The work would have 
cost several thousand dollars. Since learning 
how they missed a chance to have their street 
reconstructed free of charge a gloom has been 
cast over the community in that section of the 
city. 


Inspection of Buildings. 


In a few days Building Commissioner Kiedus 
will begin an inspection of all theaters, halis, 
churches and places where large gatherings 
are held,in compliance with a resolution 


passed in the Council at the last session. The 
ordinance requires that the doors of all such 
buildings shall open wut into the street. It 
was learned that this ordinance was 
not complied within many instances, and a 
resolution calling for a weneral inspection was 
adopted. To-day Commissioner Kliedus stated 
to Councilman Blakely, the father of the reso- 
lution, that aiter the first inspection in most 
instances the necessary alterations had been 
made, but that in some few cases the 
changes had not been made. Another general 
inspection will be made to see that the ordi- 
nance is respected throughout the city. 


Laws for Street Car Companies. 


People who have suffered the intolerable 
discomforts of changing cars in rainy weather 
will appreciate the effort which Councilman 
Blakely will make next month. When 
the Council reassembles he will 
present an ordinance compelling street car 
companies to keep street car termini free from 
dust, dirt, mud and snow at ail times .and 
to keep a clear path for the accommo- 
dation of passengers from the terminus of 
the main line to the beginning of the branch 
line. Ta condition of the streets at some of 
the ter i out from the central part of the 
city in r@jf—y weathertis shameful. This Mr, 
Blakely proposes to remedy by ordinance.

MERCHANTS’ BRIDGE COMPANY 


PLEADS ITS POVERTY. 


THE

It Has No Money and Can Borrew None— 
John D. Perry Attributes the Fai'ure of 
the Company to Carry Oat Its Premises 
to the stringency ofthe Money Market— 
Maj. Rairwater Was ‘‘Misquoted” But 
He Did Not Take the Trouble to Correct 
the Mistake—What Three of the Philan- 
thropists Liave to Say. 


The question which is absorbing a large 
amount of public attention at present is: ‘‘If 
the St. Louls Merchants’ Bridge Company was 
not organiz:d forthe purpose of building a 
bridge, for what purpose was it organized?’’ 
The compuny has given no striking evidence 
of its desire to build a bridge. It has sup- 
plied the general public with a vast quantity of 
words, but words make a poor foundation 
for a substantial structure of any kind, and 
particularly for a bridge, whose foundation is 
in water. The words of the incorporators of 
the Merchants’ Bridve Company could not 
stand much water; in fact they are goods 
which will not wash.Work on the bridge was 
to begin ‘‘as soon as possible.’’ They would 
not have been surprised ‘to see active opgra- 
tions commenced by June.’’ The new bridge 
should huve been completed ‘‘in twelve 
months’’ from January, 1887. ‘‘Within sixty 
days'’ from the time of granting the terminal 
franchise (granted by the Municipal Asseim- 
bly, June 28), work wasto begin on the bridge. 
Certainly ‘‘within ninety duys’’ work on both 
the bridge and the terminal road was to begin. 

All these statements do not bear the glare of 
the sunlight at this late day, four months after 
the passage ofthe terminal! bill by the Municipal 
Assembly and nine months after the passage 
of the bridge bill by Congress. 


THE TRUE EXPLANATION 

of the situation is about this: The gentlemen 
constituting the Merchants’ Bridge Company 
went in to the bridge business notso much to 
serve the public as to further certain ends of 
their own. They do not deny—or, at least, 
some of them do not deny—that they expected 
to make money in this enterprise. They went 
into it with the investment of the smallest pos- 
sible amount of their own capital and with the 
idea of putting into the enterprise: the. largest 
possible amount of the capital of other people. 
Having obtained what they are willing to ac- 
knowledge is a valuable franchise partly 
through their personal exertions, but princi- 
pally through the efforts of the Merchants’ 
Exchange and the backing given them by the 
mercantile community, they proposed to util- 
izgethat franchise, not by the investment of 
their own money, but by bringing in foreign 
This is the kindest construction that 
cun be placed upon their motives. There 
came a stringency in the money ma:ket. For- 
é¢ign capital was not seeking investment in 
anti-Gould enterprises, for the great 
magnate had begun to 
teeth a little. Immediately 
the Merchant’s bridge project collapsed. The 
bridge which was to have been completed in 
January has not been touched. The meney 
which was to build the bridge is not assured. 
The gentlemen, whoatew brief months agu 
were traveling to Washington at the expense 
of the Merchants’ Exchange and posing in 
the public eye as public bene- 
factors have dropped into.temporary oblivion. 
They will probably revive to pose once more 
as philanthropists, when some new philan- 
thropic object is to be accomplished, at the 
expense of some one else. 

Before the publication in the Post-DisPpaTou 
of the list of broken promises made by the in- 
corporators of the Merchants’ Bridge Com- 
pany, a Post-DISPATCH reporter saw 8. W. 
Cobb, C. C. Ra nwaterand Jobn D. Perry and 
asked thein why the bridge had not been built 


JOHN D. PERRY 
was asked yesterduy afternoon for his reasons. 

‘*‘The.reason the bridge has not been built 
is because we have not the money,’’ said he. 

‘*Are you nedrer the building of the bridge 
than you were three months go?’’ 

‘‘Well, if the bridge is built we are just 
three months nearer.’’ . 

‘*‘Are your prospects any better than they 
were three months ago?’’ 

‘*We have not attempted to raise the money 
yet. We have not come to that point,’’

here who winted to build the bridge and they 
were anxious to enter into contracts with us.

SKIPPED TO CANADA. 


The Cashier of the New York Sub-Treasury 
a VDefaulter. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw York, October 27.—The fact became 
known at a late hour tast night that the 
cashier of the United States Sub-Treasury 
here, Henry Martin Jackson, was a defaulter 
and had fied to Canada. The discrepancy in 
his accvunts was first discovered on Saturday 
last, when he failed to appear at his desk. A 
hasty examination by Treasurer Canda showed 
a defalcation of $10,000, and this, so far, seems 
to be the extent of the theft from the Govern- 
ment. The matter has been kept very quiet 
by Mr. Oanda, althongh it is understood that 
be has pursued inquiries sufficiently to 
assure himself that Juckson is in Toronto. 
This was learned, it is said, by Inspector 
Byrnes, whose aid, although the investization 
belongs to the United States officers, was in- 
voked. The luspector was seen last night and 
declined to say anything whatever on the sub- 
ject. At Treasurer Canda’s house, No. 208 
West Fourteenth street, everything was dark 
when the reporter called, and no answer was 
returned to the ringing of the bell. Henry 
Martin Jackson isthes-n of the axed seere- 
tary of the New York Tract Society, who lives 
at Roseville, N. J. The son is 3% years old and 
has twice been married, his daughter by the 
first wife being now with her grandfather at 
Roseville. He was married again some years 
axo to the daughter of a Mr. Laselle, in Mount 
Vernon, Westchester County, a widow with 
one daughter. The relations of the two have 
recently been very unpleasant, and two weeks 
ago Mrs. Jackson went home to her father. 
It is believed that the family troubles were 
the primary cause of Jackson's flight 


and that he took the money in a lump. He 
has been a clerk in the Sub-Treasury here for 
years, having been appointed under a Repub- 
lican administration.and holding his place un- 
der the new Demucratic head.

Vincent B. Whitney, depot- master at the Re- * 


lay Depot in Last St. Louls, has disappeared, 
leaviny a shortage in his gccounts of $8,000. 
Although the auditors of all the various raifl- 
roads were in the de pot- master’s office nearly 
all day yesterday examining his acc unts, the 
fact that Mr.Wbitney was a defaulter was not 
publicly known until last evening, when At- 
torney Alex Flannigan, on behalf ot Mr. 
Fred Hinze, one of the fugitive’s bonds- 
men, and William Otgier, a Collins- 
Ville avenue carriageé-maker, took out 
writs of attachment against Mr. Whitney’s 
personal property to secure the payment of 
money louned. No suspicion of Whitney's 
honesty had been entertained until his ab- 
sence from the office during the pa-t few days 
led the auditors of the railroad companies to 


make an examination of h's accounts. The 
examination was completed last evening 
and it was ascertained = that 

Was a defalcation of $,@0. The loss will be 
shared by the Vundalia Company, Unie . 
Kurlington & Quincy Company, Wabash, Ohio 
& Mississippi, louisville & Nashvilie, Mobile &

Mr. Whitney was appointed depot master 
four months ago, succeeding his brother, Mr.

Mr. Whitney Bas 
always been known as asport, being very fond 
of fine hor-es ana being « breeder of the best 
guine chickens in this section of the country. 
Cock-fiznting was one o} his hobbies, and he 
was venerally the principal in making arrange- 
ments for the mains. which have been held on 
this side of the river for the past .two years. 
He was also very fend of cards, delichting to 
play poker, especially. He never 
enough money in games this side to put bim to 
any inconvenience, but si.ce his appointment 
as depot master he hus been playing in games 
in St. Louis, having for aumtnont old yam- 
blers, with whom be stood but little show af 
Winning.

MR. BLAINE GiVks His VIEWS ON GLAD- 
STONE’S GREAT WORK.

The Radical Change in the Great Cause 
Brought About by the Ex-Premier—A 
Genuine Cordiality and Co-Operation 
Fetween the irish and English Peopie— 
The ' xtension of Suffrace in England— 
Interviews With the Prince of Wales— 
Extravagant Statements, 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

PakRis8, October 27.—I called yesterday on 
Mr. James WG. Blaine. He is pleasantly located 
with his family ina large and sunny suite of 
rooms opening tothe enst and south of the 
Hote! Binda, under the roof of which many 
American friends of his are congregated. He 
enjoys his stay In Paris greatly. Ile is con 
stantly sight-seeing and shows more and more 
‘the effect of his out-of-door life, free from 
care. Atthe sametime he shuns rather than 
seeks coinpany. He has lost the air of prema- 
ture ege, which his exciting life in the period 
of political strife from 1876 to 1884 had imparted 
to him and has become more elastic in step 
and in his general appearance. It is a com. 
mon saying among bis oid triends, many of 
whom are now in Paris, that he iooks ten 
years yeunger than when he closed 
his residence in Washington in the spring of 
1885. Mr. Blaine taiks treelg to all callers 
éxcept the professional interviewers, whom 
he has sedulously avoided since his arrival in 
Europe. Ile chatted at leisure and easily 
about a great variety of public issues during 
my call, and touched upon the Irish question, 
-apparently without the slightest reserve. I 
endeavored to keep him on that question as 
long as I could, in order that lI mignt accur- 
ately wather the {nll seope of his ideas, 

‘‘Within two years,’* said Mr. Blaine, 
‘‘what we termthe Irish question, bas been 
radically changed in its political beurings in 
Great Britain, by the fact that a great party 
in England hae assumed its advocacy. For 
many years it was a case of a divided Ireland 
against a united England, but now itis prac- 
#ically a United Ireland aga’ust a divided Ea- 
giand.’’ 

‘*Then you attach great tmportance to Mr, 
Gladstone's advocacy of tbe Irish cause’’ I 
said by way of continuing the talk. 

GLADSTONE 8 WORK. 

‘*Yes,’’ replied Mr. Blaine, ‘‘the greatest 
possible importance. Think of it. He isthe 
first statesman of England, the greatest Par- 
liamentury leader since the death of the 
younger Pitt, sianding at the bar of the House 
of Commons, pleading the caese of Ireland. 
Ten years ago, even five yeurs ago, noone 
anticipated such a remarkable turn of 
events.’’ 

‘*Well,’’ I remarked, ‘‘do you think Mr, 
Giadstone has effected much as yet?’’ 

‘‘He has effected a greatdenl,’’ said Mr. 
Blaine, ‘‘though, of course, itdoesa not as yet 
uppear in the enactments of a bostile Parlia- 
ment. He bas already brought about a com- 
munity of fecling, a genuine cordiality and 
co operation between a large section of the 
Jrish people and a large section of the huglish 
people.

Mrunette Got Ahead of a 
Rich Widow. 


How a Pretty

New York, October 27.—Last June a young 
Boston widow, Mrs. Helene M. Shaw, after an 
excursion across the continent with a party 
that left-the Hub last January forasix months’ 
trip to California, decided to come to this city 
to live. she accordingly selected a house, No.

He 
jutroduced the visitor as Miss Pearl Metcalf, 
saying ehe was one of the Boston Metcalfs 
anda relative of Mrs. Shaw, whose maiden 
pame wae Metcalf. The young woman was 
poorly ciad and, notwithstanding ber pretty 
face, she had the appearance of one upon 
‘whom fortune had not smiled in many a day. 
The doctir said that Misa Metcalf had met 
with reverses and that if Mrs. Shaw would give 
her a bone she would assistinthe household 
duties Nirs. Shaw took her into her home 
Beptemburld, and as she appeared to be intel- 
ligent and weil informed, ap Intimacy sprang 
up between the two women. 

During the tollowing week Pear) told Mrs. 
Shaw that she was an intimate friend of A. J. 
Cassatt, vice-president of the Pennsylvania 
road and owner of a well known stable of 
racing bo:ses. Pearl claimed to have been in 
the employ of Mr. Cassuttin times past as 
secretary, and that he had always said that if 
ever she wanted any assistance he would 

_piadly hely ber. Some days later Pearl, who 
by that tin e had won Mrs. Shaw's confidence, 
paid that slie had received a letter frow Mr. 
Cassatt offe rine to give ber tips on rhe races if 
she could raise $00 for him to invé@st for her. 
She also shewed Mrs. Shaw two letters she 
hud written to him, addressing one to No. 8 
Broadway and the other to Philadelphia, 
ao as to be sure to reach him. The next 

she ehowed a telegram purporting 
come from Mr. Cassatt telling her 
if she had the money he could mike a good

September 20 she went to the office of her 
brokers, E. ©.

Pearl, whois an attractive young woman of 
the brunette type, stoutly asserted her inno- 
cence and denied every allegation of the com- 
plainant, claiming that it wa~ a cxse of black- 
mail Upon a motion of Henry ngs Jr., the 
attorney for Mrs. Sbaw, Judge Murray or- 
dered that the original of the teleyram that 
Pear! claims Mr. Cassatt sent her, telling her 
to produce the money the next day, be pro- 
duced in court this morning.

A REPRESENTATIVE COMMITTEE TO SECURE 
THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION, 


Proceedings of the Meeting Held Yesterday 
Afternoon at the Lindell—Samuel Hays 
Advises Secrecy—George Bain on the 
Weather and Missouri Politics — Senti- 
inental and Other Considerations Pre- 
sented by T. C, Fletcher—John B. Hen- 
derson’s Pledge—?ersonvel of the ( om- 
mittee Appointed by Chairman Widdi- 
combe, 


The meeting called by Chairman A. C. Wid- 
dicombe of the resident members of the 
State Republican Committee and prominent lo- 
cal Republicans, was called to order yesterday 
afternoon in parlor 22, at the Lindell Hotel as 
stated in the Post-DISPATCH yesterday. There 
were present the Chairman, F. W. Mott Sec- 
retary, D. P. Grier, Vice-Chairman; Nathan 
Cole, P. C. Bulkley, G. A. Sessinghaus, 
D. P. Dyer, George Bain, Ed L. Metcalfe, J. 
B. Henderson, T. C. Fletcher, Samuel Hays 
and C. P. Walbridge. The gentiemen were 
very entbusiastic over the prospect, and 
swept over the question P. C. Bulkley had 
proposed ‘‘do we want the convention?’’ No 
opportunity was given for decision on this 
point, asit was held that there existed no 
qnestion as to tbe desire of the citizens, Re- 
publicans as well as Democrats to have the 
convention. The ball of discussion was 
opened by D. P. Grier who said: ‘‘The citi- 
zens of St. Louis are desirous of securing both 
national political conventions, and it is 
eminently proper that the movement to secure 
the National Republican Convention should be 
begun by the State Committee. The first 
thing to be done, in my opinion, is to secure 
the pledging of a sufficient sum from the citi- 
zens of St. Louisa that we may guurantee the 
paymentoftherentofthe hall in which the 
convention is held and the expenses of the 
National Committeemen, I understand that it 
is customary for the local entertainers to 
assume the coimmitteemens’ Hotel  Dills. 
Then we must formulate the arguments 
that are Known to you ali for the influencing 
of the committee toward St. Louis. These ar- 
guiments could be brought to the notice of the 
National Committee by a delevation of citi- 
zens when the committee mects in Washing: 
ton on December 8."’ 

Sainuel Hays sugvested that the movement 
should not be strictly partisan. A main rea- 
son for this was the necessity for raising 
money. The State Republican Cammittee 
members knew how difficuit it had been to 
raise nmroney tor campuign expenses in the 
Binte and city, and it would not be possibie to 
pre toe fonds for the entertainment of the 
ational Convention from Republicans alone.

DR. GRANT. 
Some Interesting and Remantic Statements 
About the Late Bicgamist. 


Boston, October 27.—it is now asserted that 
Dr. Andrew Grant, bivamist and confidence 
man who diedin jail while awxiting trial for 
swindling Miss Lucy Towry of Cambridge whom 
he bad married, was none other than Dr. Cone 
ley who took an active part in the Fenian raid 
on Canada about twenty years ago. Mrs.A.K. 
Gore of No. 426 Saratoga street, East Boston, 


claims to know Dr. Grant and his history pret- 
ty thoroughly. She sa:s that her brother, Dr. 
MeSheehy of East Boston, formed Dr. Grant's 
acquaintance while traveling in France in 1852. 
Dr. Grant returned with him to 
New York where Dr. McSheehy left 
him. Hie then married a German girl whom 
he afterwards deserted and enlisted in a New 
York regiment. Dr. MeSheehy did notsee him 
again until after the war in 1866. In 1869 Dr, 
Grant married Mrs. Gore’s sister, Mrs. Jane 
Delaney, and after stealing $20,000 of her 
money dese:ted her. He was next heard from 
at Poughkeepsie, N. Y., where he was arrested 
for bicamy, and was sent to SingSing. He 
was pardoned before the expiration of his 
term and went to Europe. Two years ago he 
visited Mrs. Gore's sisterén Chicago, and tried 
to have his daughter go with him, 
promising to send her to a_ board- 
ing echool. Dr. Grant claimed that 
be was an  <Illegitimate son of Victor 
Ewanuel, King of Italy, and was exiled for 
conspiracy uguinst the throne. As Dr. Conley 
he wus well known inthis vicinity. He once 
kept a drug store in Cambridve. He has been 
identified tr :m his photograph by several Bos- 
ton and Cambridge people as Dr. Conley, of 
the Fenian raid, and the Dr. Conley who kept 
the drug store in Cambridge. Mrs. Gore says 
she will try te get possession of any property 
left by Dr. Grant for the benefit of his daugh- 
ter by ber sister. 

Dr. Mesheebhy and Conley became insepera- 
bie companions in Paris, and it was 
during the course of their 
blings together that Conley is 
to have made known the secret of his birth, 
Accordin: to his story he was born in Austria, 
but wus the son of Victor Emanuel and Arch- 
duchess Adelhird, of Austria. He was born 
in 1842, two months before Victor Emanuel 
and the Archduchess were united in marriage, 
Victor Emanuel was at that time King of Sar- 
dinia and did not sneceed to the throne of 
Ituly until 1861. When but a mere child he 
wus transferred to the custody of an old 
Abbot, in Switzerland, by whom he was care- 
fully schooled in the sciences. Among other 
things he made a specialty of languag~s, and 
so oprotici nt had he become that he 
could speak five with fluency. The old Abbott 
becume almost a parent to him, and finally the 
young man's desire to know something of his 
parentuge became so strong that the good old 
priest told him all, even to the stain upon his 
birth. When the young man grew up he went 
to Sardinia and openly conspired against the 
King, and was compelled te fly. His alleged 
father supplied him with money. He came to 
America with Dr. MeSheehy, and when the 
war broke out he enlisted ina New York regi 
mentandis said to have been weil known 
nimong the Grand Army of the Republic men 
in New York.

FRISCO’S MYSTERY. 6 


John A. Dimmig Arrested on the Charge ef 
Murdering Kenhayon,
